““'SELF ISH AND ASSERTIVE 
NATIONALISM — 


——_--@---~ 


€£ HE Virtue of Patriotism’’ was the 
1: subject of a lecture by the Rev. 
Joseph Canavan, $.J., yesterday be- 
fore the Study Circle of the Central Catholic 
Libtary, Merrion square, Dublin. It was the 
first of a series of four lectures on Catholic 
ethics and was largely attended. 
The Rev. B. Jennings, O.F.M., presided. . 
Father. Canavan said that the subject was 
gravé and difficult, Grave; because it was 
vital, affecting the way in which they lived 
with their. fellow-men. Difficult, because it 
was fundamental and because the word 
‘ natriotism ” had acquired so many different 
meanings. Nowadays it was largely identified 
with a selfish and assertive nationalism and 
had been paganised. This had. been done so 
skilfully that? some good Catholics did not 
see that paganism always corrupted the best 
property, the 


— 


things—vreligion, the family, 
civil’ community—and that the patriotism 
they--preached was a spurious virtue. The 
- word“ patriotism” stirred so many memories, 
stimulated so strongly the imagination and 
aroused so much. passion that it was difficult 
to he objective about it. 

Patriotism meant love of and devotion to 
one’s Country or fatherland It imphed a 
nation autonomous, or desirous of autonomy 


and.a definite territory which the nation had i 


occupied for successive generations. A nomad 
Sin — might be a uation—that was, they 
might. be descended from common ancestors, 
and “have a common Jang@age, common tra- 
ditions.and standards; but nomads could not 
be patriotic in the strict sense. it infplied, 
moreover, a human community which was 
something more than a collection of beings 


belonging to the same race. 
— — 


THE RACIAL ELEMENT 


The racial element in a community was 
physielogical, the spiritual element which 
constituted a nation was psychological. ' A 
nation was a human, temporal collective 
reality, a moral unity, a community unified 
wy order. It might be described as an.ex- 
tensive aggregate of persons so closely asso- 
ciated with each other by common descent— 
the racial element—by language, history and 
ideas so as to form a distinct people—psycho- 
logical element ; usually Tr néal | as a sepa- 
rate. political state—the political element— 
and occupying a defjnite territory—the geo- 
graphical element. 

The .“‘ Fatherland’’ was a complex idea, 
meaning the kind of. human society he had 
first described. Patriotisin -was the love of 
this society. This love was natural, because 
a nation Was as natural a group as the 
family. Just as the family did not destroy 
the individual; just as the nation did not 
destroy the family, so nations might co-exist 
in peacé, relying for their security and 
prosperity on the patriotism of their citizens. 
Ji was unnatural for natural societies to live 
at enmity. 

It was not, on the face of it. absurd, he 
said, to look forward to an international 
society which did not supersede nations, but 
which helped them to collaborate for the 
common good of all. Variety was natural, 
but so was unity, and order resulted from 


bringing unity into variety. 


SELFISH NATIONALISM 


It, was futile to ignore patriotism, to pre- 
tend that it did not exist or that it was evil, 
and thus endeavour to fashion an inter- 
national society without constituent nations. 
Like all selective love, patriotism was crea- 
tive. lt inspired a devotion like religion, 
and, like religion, it led good men to sacrifice 
all they had in its name. But it must not be 
compared with selfish nationalism.

In the course of a paper entitled ‘‘ Some 
Medieval Irish Seals out of the Ormond 
Archives,” with lantern illustrations, Pro- 
fessor E, Curtis, Fellow of the Society, 
showed a number of interesting and beautiful 
specimens of seals from the Muniment 
Room at Kilkenny Castle, ranging from the 
first Anglo-Norman invaders to the end of 
the sixteenth century. Among the” seals 
were one of Strongbow, another of Robert 
FitzStephen, and a third of the Prior of 
Louth of the year 1197. There was, in addi- 
tion, a very fine, though small, seal of 
Gilbert, Earl Marshal, Earl of Pembroke, 
arid Lord of Leinster, 1235. 

The professor also dealt with some 
fourteenth century seals of famous Anglo- 
Norman families, such as Hereford, Mande- 
ville, and Barons of Norragh, in Kildare. 
A particularly fine collection was those of 
the Brothers of the Hospital of St. John, 
Kilmainham; and he also described the 
four interesting seals of the O’Kennedvs, 
Lords of Upper Ormond, dating from 1337 
to 1583, and six seals of the Earls of Ormond 
in the time of Elizabeth, these being on a 
large scale and representing the Royal 
Palatinate of Tipperary. 
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BROADSTONE STRIKE

About 150 craftsmen are on strike in the 
Great Southern Railways Company s engineer- 
ing shops at Broadstoue, Dubiin, since yester- 
day morning, ‘The men concerned are members 
of the National Union of Vehicle Builders, 
who, with.the Sheet Metal Workers’ Union, 
object to the application of a medical test in 
these workshops. This test was introduced 
for omnibus constructional workers towards 
the middle of last year. Previously the test 
had been in operation for other sections of 
the company’s employés. The test is applied 
to new entrants and to men who have been 


on sick leave for one month or a longer period. 


A crig arose last week when over 20 re- 
dundant men from Inchicore were offered 
employment at Broadstone and declined to 
take up work, as the test was to be applied. 
Practically all of the men were members of 
the N.U:V.B. Subsequently four of the men 
underwent the test and were passed as fit. 
These men were suspended by their union.

Edward Irwin, Fair Green, Kells, and 
Joseph Reilly, Circular road, Kells, charged 
at Trim Circuit Court with attempting to set 
fire to Headfort Masonic Hall, Kells, in July 
last, pleaded guilty. For the State, Mr.

He 
had no reliable knowledge of the community 
of gentlemen owning the hall, but he did 
know that they were citizens of Saorstat 
Eireann, whose Jaws he was there to 
enforce, and in the present instance 
those laws had ben broken with 
impunity. He was quite aware of the motive 
that inspired the act, and the accused men 
could think of no better way of making 
protest than by going out to destroy the 
roperty of innocent citizens, and trying to

Five Orders were made by the Executive 
Council yesterday under the Control of Im- 
ports Act, 1934, as follows :— 

1.—Control of Imports (Quota No. 26) 
Order, 1936, which prohibits, with effect on 
and from the 29th January, 1936, the im- 
portatign, save under licence, of brushes, 
brooms or mops, designed, constructed, and 
suitable for domestic or household use. 

2.—Control of Imports (Quota No. 27) 
Order, 1936, which prohibits, with effect, on 
and from the 29th January, 1936, the im- 
portation, save under licence, of brushes de- 
signed, constructed, and suitable for use on 
or in relation to the human skin, hdir, nails, 
teeth (including artificial teeth), or mouth. 

3.--Control of Imports (Quota No. 28) 
Order, 1936, which prohibits, with effect on 
and from the 29th January, 1936, the im- 
portation, save under licence, of brushes, 
brooms or mops other than those referred to 
in Control of Imports (Quota No. 26) Order, 
1936, and Control of Imports (Quota No. 
27) Order, 1936. 

The preliminary period under each of the 
three Orders will commence on the 29th 
January, 1936, and end on the 8th March, 
1956. Applications for licences to import 
during that period must be made on the pre- 
scribed forms. 

The first quota period under each of the 
above Orders will commence on the 9th 
March, 1936. On and after that date a 
licence cannot be granted to any person to 
import. articles to which the above Quota 
Order refers, unless such person is registered 
in the Register of Importers | established 
under the Control of Imports Art, 1934. 
Forms on which to apply for licences to im- 
port during the preliminary period, and 
forms on which to apply for registration and 
all information in connection therewith, may 
be obtained from the Department of Indus- 
try and Commerce, Lord Edward street, 
Dublin. . 

4.—Control of Imports (Quota No. 4) 
(Amendment No. 2) Order, 19á6— This Order 
effects a further amendment of Control of 
Imports (Quota No. 4) Order, 1934, by. re- 
moving from the scope of that Order, with 
effect on and from the 29th January, 1936, 
certain descriptions of heeled rubber shoes. 

5.—Control of Imports (Quota No.» 29) 
Oider, 1936—The effect of this Order is to 
prohibit as and from the 29th January, 1936, 
the importation, save under licence, of 
certain descriptions of heeled rubber shees. 

The preliminary period under this Order 
will commence on the 29th January, 1936, 
and end on the Ist March, 1936. 

Applications for licences to import during 
that period must be made on the prescribed 
forms. 

The first quota period under the Order will 
commence on the 2nd March, 1936. On and 
after that date no person can be granted a 
licence to import articles to which the Quota 
Order refers unless such person is registered 
in the Register of Importers established under 
the Control of Imports Act, 1934.

EVIEWING the general progress of 
R trade during the year at the annual 

—s of Cork Chamber of Commerce 
to-day, the President (Mr. Alfred H. Moore) 
said:—‘'I am glad to record the ‘success 
of the Conversion Loan of £7,000,000,: which 
facilizates the State in carrying out its Various 
functions, and is, coupled with the success of 
the Local Loans, a sure, indication of that 
feeling of confidence in the future of the 
country, so essential to its commercial and 
industrial development.” .The Coal-Cattle 
Agreement with Great Britain has relieved, tc 
some extent, the difficulties of the farmer, 
and points the way, without loss of prestige 
to either side, to a final solution of the 
present matters in dispute, so prejudicial to 
the best interests of both, countries. The 
establishment of new industries and the 
extension of old ones continued during the 
year, new Free State industrial and other 
issues totalling over £3,000,000 having been 
made. in connection therewith; The con- 
tinuous decrease in our external trade and 
-the increase in the balance «of trade since 
1929 have at last been arrested, and there 
are pleasant indications in the continued in-. 
crease in. railway receipts, in the bank clear- 
ings, and in Post Office Savings Bank de- 
posits. Commercial agreements with some 
of the European countries for trade reci- 
procity have increased our exports to these 
countries, but our experience in this direc- 
tion confirms our belief that our principal 
external trade is still, and likely to remain, 
with Great Britain and Northern Ireland. 


INCREASED CROPS 


Continuing, he referred to the net increase 
of about 350,000 acres under crops of all 
kinds in 1935, as compared with 1934, while 
the live stock census for 1935, 
as compared with 1934, showed 
a decrease of 67,000 cattle and an increase of 
111,000 sheep and 119,000 pigs. On the other 
hand, he said, there is a stili serious decrease 
in our external trade compared with its posi- 
tion some years ago. The position of the 
farmer is still unsatisfactory, due to world 
conditions, aggravated by the economic. dis- 
pute with Great Britain. It is sometimes 
said that the development of agriculture in 
Great Britain would in time render that 
market useless to us; but, considering the 
small part our exports at all times play in 
the total imports to that country, and’ even 
compared with the imports from countries 
such as Denmark, it requires a highly- 
developed imagination to visualise the time 
when Great Britain will feed itself. Had the 
differences with Great Britain been adjusted 
in @ manner satisfactory to both countries 
we could look forward to a period of con- 
tinous prosperity in this country. 

Unemployment figures still continue high, 
and exceptional efforts by all concerned will 
be required to find additional employment 
for our increasing population. He welcomed 
the extensive housing schemes and the new 
scheme of unemployment relief. 


STATE GRANTS 


Discussing the large and increasing amounts 
given in the form of State grants, bounties 
and other forms of State aid, he said: These 
costly aids to industry, if continued, may in 
the end be more than the resources of the 
country can stand. The cost of living, which 
has been falling since 1929, has gone up dur- 
ing 1955. He continued: Taking a broad view 
of the whole position, I am happy to say 
that there has heen a definite improvement in 
trade during 1935. - 

‘Conditions locally follow the general trend 
of affairs which I have outlined. Local indi- 
cations of industrial development during the 
br are seen in the new grain silo erected by 
he National Flour Mills, Ltd., Cork; the. 
new flour mill of the Cork Milling Co., Ltd. ; 
the Irish Dunlop factory in the Marina, : 
which commenced the manufacture ‘of tyres 
and other rubber goods sii? in the year; 
there is the Dowdall soap factory; a new 
factory in the Marina for the manufacture of 
hosiery is in course of construction; the 
increasing demand for Carrigaline pottery 
necessitates large and up-to-date extensions in 
that factory. There has been increased pro- 
duction in the local boot and shoe, woollen 
and worsted and other manufactures. The 
year 1935 witnessed a considerable expansion 
in the Fordson Works. ‘The sales of Ford 
cars and trucks exceeded the previous year 
by 85 per cent., breaking all previous records 
for their sales in the Irish Free State, which 


resulted in a very substantial increase in: 


employment. 

On the other hand, the agricultural depres- 
sion seriously affects the South of Ireland, 
where this industry is of such importance. 
The dues revenue at the Port of Cork de- 
creased by about £7,000 in 1935, as compared 
with the preceding year. 

The administration of civic affairs by the 
Cork Corporation and the City Manager has 
met with general approval. 


STATE INTERFERENCE 


Through our Association of Chambers of 
Commerce the different State Departments 
are kept fully informed of the views of the 
commercial community, and I am glad to say 
that our representations are received with the 

due to such an important section of 
the public as we represent. In previous re- 
ports of the Council we have criticised the 
tendency of the State to intervene in busi- 
ness by regulations, restrictions, prohibitions 
and licences, and by accepting whole or part 
responsibility for certain business under- 
takings. I regret that the year 1935 wit- 
nessed ‘an ‘increasing tendency in this direc- 
tion. Again the tendency of Ministers -to 
take increasing powers in recent: legislation ‘s 
very marked. : 

In previous reports attention was drawn to 

the necessity for a Second Chamber as a safe- 
guard against hasty legislation. It is hoped 
that the Government will see its way at an 
early date to arrange for a commission. to 
háil on a suitable alternative to the Second 
Chamber as hitherto constituted. Any form 
of, Second Chamber is better than none. 
* Dealing with evidence tendered to . the 
Banking Commission, he said business men 
are opposed to any change involving a rate of 
exchange with Great Britain; they consider 
that the present system of banking meets 
the requirements for ordinary commercial 
credit; that a Central Bank is unnecessary 
in this country; that State borrowing should 
be for capital expenditure only and for de- 
finite amounts for specific purposes,

In 1921 he went tiger-shooting in Nepal, 
but perhaps the greatest adventure of his 


hunting career came in 1930, when he 
tramped seventy miles through the bush 
in Fast Africa after a mammoth elephant. 
That tusker came to be known as Pontius 
the Pilot, and I have heard men say that 
elephant hunting ran be a reativ terrifying 
experience. Only a super-sportsman could 
go through. the hardship of walking 
seventy miles in three days in the burn- 


ing heat of an African sun, with a furthe1 
thirty miles to a railway station after the 
hunt had ended. That was not a de luxe 
trip, which shows that King Edward VIII. 


has not earned the title of sportsman 
easily. 
Goodbye, Snow ! 

We, in the “ flat of the city,’’ have said 


good-bye to it long ago. But when I went 
on Monday to visit a friend who lives 
higher up on the mountain slopes (which 
from the city streets can still be seen 
grained with white) I found that it still 
lingers in the hollows of the roads and 
gardens. There it was, evidently, quite 
Swiss cottage-y during the last week, and 
I assimilated’ some pretty word-pictures 
of its strange effects—the blanket of 
silence unbroken except for the bending 
of a branch under its burden, or the 
slither off the roof; strange footprints 
bufside in the mornings—hedgehogs, 
field mice, weasels, something that might 
have been a dog. but, of-course, had to be 
a fox, and the queer Chinese signatures 
of every kind of bird. A curious mark, 
evidently—doubtless a commonplace to 
country-dwellers, this—is the rabbit's: 
he leaves the mark of only three paws. 
My friend was not sorry for the passing 
of the snow—regretting only the bricht 
licht in his rooms while it lasted. He 
said it was like taking the sheets off the 
furniture to see the fields again. But on 
the mountains it may well last, he says, 
into June, for there the drifts are exceed- 
ingly deep and frozen underneath.

Not yet forty he has been a 
Rugby international; played against 
England in 1925; saw the Rising at close 
quarters ; crossed the Atlantic in a tramp- 
steamer with the wind 80 m.p.h. and the 
waves 70 feet high; has been attracted by 
Buchmanism; studied at Rugby, Cam- 
bridge, Yale, King’s College Hospital and 
Johns Hopkins, and made a name for him- 
self in medical research.

Prince Starkemherg 


One of the most glamourous figures at 
the Royal funeral was that of Prince 
Starhemberg, the Austrian, who came to 
represent his country. I always think 
that if a country can send out fine men 
on these occasions they can be such a 
good advertisement for their people at 
home. Prince Starhemberg must be one 
of the handsomest men in Europe to-day. 
He is a descendant of Gundakkar III., 
of Storchenberg, Bavaria, who was a 
power there as early as 1240. The Star- 
hembergs have been particularly promi- 
nent in Austria for centuries, but they 
achieved most of their power during the 
eighteenth century. Originally they bore 
the titles of Count of the Austrian 
Kmpire until the title of Prince was con- 
ferred upon George Adam Starhemberg 
when Governor of the Austrian Nether- 
lands. The sovereign rights of the house 
of Starhemberg of the Austrian Empire 
were recognised by the Diet in 1825.

Srr,—] feel thal ] am voicing the opinion 
of many Irish men and women, both in this 
country and throughout the world, when I 
sav. that I was really shocked and surprised 
at the omission to hold in the Pro-Cathedral 
at Dublin a Memorial Service for His late 


Majesty, as was done on the death of King 
Edward VII. 

Such a decision seems almost incompre- 
hensible to the ordinary person. King George 
V. was by common consent. probably the most 
admirable character of his day. ‘The whole 
world has combined to do honour to his 
memory.

A False Position 


6 A LL is not gold that glitters ” sums 

up the state of Irish amateur box- 
ing at present. Our international teams 
are as strong as they ever were; we are 
etiJl capable of taking on and beating the 
pick of any country, in Europe at least; 
and last year two A.B.A. titles fell to us 
at the Albert Hall. The present is quite 
satisfactory, but what of the future? 
Whefe are the successors to the men who 
are bringing us fame in these inter- 
national encounters? Even now we have 
no middle-weight who is in the first flight, 
and no sign of a young man of promise 
coming on. ' The position here has altered 
considerably since the days of Chase, who 
was neatly always our certain winner in 
important contests. The only “hope” 
that comes to my mind in this weight is 
Constable Nelson, of the R.U.C., who won 
the L.A.B.A. novice.competition. We can 
probably claim the two best cruiser-weights 
in Europe in R. Hearns and J. Magill, 
while J. Forde is also to be reckoned with ; 
but both these last-mentioned are nearing 
the end of their activities in the ring, and 


E. Smirs. 


Magill is also coming into the veteran 
class. Here, again, there is little sign of 
their successors. We have a young heavy- 
weight in D. Lydon, but he is the only 
one, and his recent defeat by a knock-out 
in the first round of one of his fights in 
Norway has shaken confidence in his 
ability to take punishment. In these three 
weights young blood is badly needed. 
Incidentally, I was surprised to hear that 
J. Boyd, the Belfast nan, who was beaten 
by Hearns recently, is older than our 
champion. 


The Lighter Weights 


In the lighter divisions things are 
better, but C. Evenden’s increase of 
weight, bringing him from the light to the 
welter class, is rather unfortunate ; for in 
the former the champion, E. Smith, is no 
longer the punishing fighter that he was 
a few years ago, and his principal opposi- 
tion is coming from two men—T. Kelly 
and Private nham—who are passing 
their best. With P. Hughes in retirement, 
our feathers lack distinction, the title- 
holder, P. Gernon, being too concerned 
with defence. We ought to have Frank 
Kerr as our leading feather-weight for 
some years to come, and Saunders, 
McAllister and Kiely place the fly-weight 
in a healthy position; but our one class 
of real distinction is the welter, with 
Evenden, T. Byrne, M. Coffey and J. 
Kennedy to uphold our prestige and pro- 
vide keen competition among themselves. 
Another disquieting feature is the gradual, 
but steady, ousting of amateur boxing in 
Belfast by professional, even important 


moderate attendances. However, for two 
or three years, at any rate, we will still 
be able to keep in the forefront of inter- 
national competition. 


An Olympic Tangle 


The agenda of the Irish Amateur Row- 
ing Association’s next meeting contains a 
proposal from Dublin University Boat 
Club that an eight be sent from Ireland 
to the Olympic Games at. Berlin. It is 
difficult to see the point of this sugges- 
tion, since we are not competing in any 
branch of the Games. No longer can we 
be known as Ireland in the world’s 
greatest athletic festival; for the Council 
of the Games has decided that in future 
we can only compete as the Irish Free 
State. is state of affairs is distinctly 
unjust to us, but it is difficult to see 
what good the Irish Olympic Council are 
doing by their decision not to compete. 
Any change of viewpoint by the Olympic 
authorities seems to be out of the ques- 
tion, so we ought to be content with what 
we can get. However, since we have 
made our decision Dublin University’s 
proposal cannot merit consideration, 
which is a pity, since Ireland has never 
sent a crew to the Games. It would have 
been decidedly interesting to see how 
they would faré-in such company. On 
Trinity’s performances at Henley in re- 
cent years we might have made quite an 
impression. ie eee 


Leinster Women's Hockey - 


For some time past Leinster women 
hockey -players have not been too kindly 
treated the Irish selectors. Quite fre 
quently only one or two players from the 
province have been picked to represent 
their country each season, but their 
splendid displays in the inter-provincial 
series recently must make the selectors re- 
fiect. In the games against Ulster and 
Munster they scored nine times, and did 
not concede a goal at all, figures that 
show all round strength. It would not 
be surprising to see the entire defence— 
Miss Parsons, Miss Sowman and Miss 
Mahony—representing Ireland. Miss 
Huet, despite her lack of inches, has no 
superior as a wing half, and of the for- 
wards, Miss Byrne and Miss Cullen de- 
serve to be honoured for the first time. 
I hear that Miss Nancy Barry, the 
brilliant outside-left from Cork, is now 
living in London, but will be on trial for 
her place on the team. Her absence was 
keenly felt by her province this season. 


A Knotty Problem 


An unfortunate combination of circum- 
stances has put the Leinster Branch of the 
Irish Hockey Union into a most difficult 
situation. The problem of how to get 
their Senior League programme completed 
by the end of April must be causing them 
some sleepless nights. There are thirteen 
Saturdays between the beginning of 
February and the end of April. Three of 
these will be taken up with important 
matches—the interprovincials next Satur- 
day, the final trial and the match against 
England. Then there is the Rugby inter- 
national against England at Lansdowne 
road, and two more hockey internationals, 
so of the thirtéen Saturdays that remain 
only seven will be free for purely local 


fixtures. Nearly all the clubs have eleven | 


or twelve league engagements to play off, 
and it is difficult to see how this can be 
accomplished ; for the Irish Cup has only 
really started, and the Mills Cup is still to 
come. Is it not high time that the club 
delegates to the Leinster Branch realised 
that the Senior League, in its present size, 
must be divided into two sections, and 
that the rule allowing a club to postpone 
a match in the absence of two or more of 
their regular players be abolished? The 
league situation must make it obvious to 
them that the present method of attempt- 
ing to complete a programme of twenty- 
two matches, in addition to two cup 
competitions, is utterly impracticable.

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WINTER WHEAT | 
DOES BEST 


BROADCAST ADVICE TO 
FARMERS 


Before the present wheat campaign in the 
Free State was launched, a little over three 
years ago, said Mr. T. O'Connell, Chief Agri- 
cultural Inspector, Department: of Agricul- 
ture, Dublin, in a broadcast from Athlone 
last night, this country produced about 
370,000 cwts.. or approximately one-thirtieth 
at its wheat requirements, or less than a fort- 
night's supply. During the past three years, 
aud under the stimulus of the prices guaran- 
teed by the Cereals Act, the quantity of 
wheat has increased annually until, during 
the past season, it reached two and a half 
million cwts. of wheat. or about three 
montis’ supply. This made it possible to 
raise correspondingly the millers’ quota of 
home-grown wheat, and at present the bread 
consumed in the country contains approxi- 
mately 25 per cent. of home-grown wheat. 

In a of an increased acreage this 
year the Minister for Agriculture recently 
made an order requiring in the coming cereal 
year the use by millers of 33 1-3 of home- 
grown wheat. Though this will represent 
the produce of 220,000 acres, Mr. O'Connell 
said, we should still have to import an eight 
months’ supply. 

The demand for home-grown wheat during 
the coming season would be sufficient to 
absorb every bushel of millable wheat offered 
for sale. As far as possible, the effects of 
bad harvest weather have been guarded 
against. Millers are legally obliged to pro- 
vide adequate drying and storage accommo- 
dation for home-grown wheat. They are also 
required to purchase immediately after 
harvest a large proportion of their quota of 
such wheat. inter varieties, as farmers 
were aware, are more satisfactory than spring 
varieties. As a rule, they stand better than 
spring varieties, mature earlier, and produce 
ield. What is more, there is a 

of winter seed Wheat, while the 
lable spring varieties is scarce. 
The principal winter varieties in the 
Saorstat—namely, Queen Wilhelmina 
White Stand Up--may he sown with safety 
up to the middle of February in all districts, 
and even a week later in southern counties. 
Biáardhaif Master may be sown in all dis- 

cts up to the end of February. Farmers 
who cannot sow wheat dering: the next few 
weeks must substitute a spring variety, but 
seed is likely to be scarce and dear.

At Christ Church Cathedral, Dublin—the 
old Chapel Royal of Ireland” yesterday, a 
special Memorial Service, synchronising with 
the Funeral Service at St. George’s Chapel, 
Windsor, was attended by a large congrega- 
tion. i 

Professor T. H. Weaving, R.I.A.M., played 
the Dead March from “Saul” Then 
the procession, headed by the choir boys 
each with a small bow of purple at his collar 
—singing the processional hymn, ‘‘ Now the 
Labourer’s task is o’er,’’ entered and passed 
slowly around the cathedral to the altar, 
where two vases of white flowers stood on 
the altar table. 

The opening sentences of the Burial 
Service were sung by the choir before the 
Twenty-third Psalm—‘‘ The Lord is My 
Shepherd. “ 

As 1.30 approached, the Dean (the Very 
Rev. H. B. Kennedy) recited the special 
sentences for the Service, and, as the clock 
struck the half-hour, the stillness was un- 
broken, save by the sound of traffic from 
without. 

The Dean’s' voice, reciting further 
sentences, indicated the end of the two 
minutes’ silence, and the Precentor (the Rev. 
Canon E. H. Lewis-Crosby) walked slowly 
to the lectern, where he read the Lesson from 
the First Epistle to the Corinthians. The 
sentence, “Í heard a voice from Heaven,’’ 
was sung to Croft’s setting at the end of 
the Lesson, and the prayers following were 
intoned by the Rev. C. W. W. Duggan (Clerical 
Vicar). In these prayers were the words: 
“ We bless Thy Holy Name for Thy servant, 
King George. ..., and “.... that, when 
we shall depart this life, we may rest in. 
Him, as our hope is Thy servant King 
George doth. . fé 

After the anthem, ‘Souls of the 
Righteous,’’ had been sung, special prayers 
were read by the Dean, opening with the 
words: ‘‘Qh, Lord, God of our fathers, 
we humbly beseech Thee to look with favour 
upon our country and Empire, and preserve 
them from all perils. Save and protect our 
Sovereign Lord, -King Edward, enrich him 
plenteously with heavenly gifts, and prosper 
his counsels for the welfare of his people, that 
righteousness and peace may be established 
among us for all generations. .. .’’ 

Another prayer was for ‘‘ Mary, the Queen- 
Mother, and all the members of the Royal 
Family.” At the conclusion the first verse of 
the National Anthem (‘‘ God Save the King ’’) 
was sung by the whole congregation, followed 
by the recessional hymn, ‘‘O God, our help in 
ages past,” as the clergy slowly passed out 
of the Cathedral.

PRESBYTERY OF 
DUBLIN 
a cee 
IMPRESSIVE SERVICE 


““Never before has the human race been 
so universally moved by a death. whether 
of King or commoner; and never has it be- 
come so conscious of the brotherhood of a!] 
men. Even in death the King has spoken, 
and spoken words of unitv and peace ” 

So said the Very Rev. Dr. J. L. Morrow, 
in his address to a large congregation at the 
Memorial Service in Adelaide Road Presbys 
terian Church. 

The Service opened with the sing- 
ing of Psalm 139, “Lord from the 
depths I cried to Thee,’’ after which the 
Scriptures were read by the Rev. J. C. 
Breakey, the reading being followed by the 
singing of Psalm 23, ‘‘ The Lord’s my 
Shepherd, I'll not Want.” 

The “Last Post’’ was then sounded by a boy 
bugler, and the congregation stood to atten- 
tion and observed the two minutes’ silence. 
The ‘-Reveille’’ then sounded, and the 
Prayer was read by the Very Rev. Dr. 
Macaulay, after which was sung the hymn, 
‘For all the saints who from their labours 
rest,” 

In his sermon, the Very Rev. Dr. Morrow 
said that a multitude which no man could 
number were in thought and sympathy 
within St. George’s Chapel, Windsor, and 
they there would unite in the national com- 
memoration of George the Fifth, great King 
and servant of his people. : 

The British Commonwealth, -he said, has 
suffered a great loss; Mary, the Queen 
Mother. and the Royal Family a sore bereave- 
ment. It is fitting that, as the mortal re- 
mains were committed to their last resting 
place we should gratefully speak of the loss 
and share the_sorrow common to prince and 
peasant. Indeed, as we recall what King 
George was, and what service he rendered, 
the cloud of our mourning will be shot 
through with a silver lining of thanksgiving. 
For a century England has had great 
monarchs, but by universal consent George 
the’ Fifth will rank greatest. 

Can we explain, asked the Preacher, how 
he attained to his greatness of personality ? 
For his personality is what accounts for 
everything else—his achievements as a ruler, 
and his world-wide influence. 

The preacher then sketched the career 
of the late King, and concluded:—He was 
more than a good churchman; he proved him- 
self a Christ-like man. What sacrifices he 
made during the war! How he shared. the 
anxieties and sufferings of the people! li 
was the spirit of Christ so manifest in his 
compassion for oll weak and crff sina thivag 
—it was that that drew to him the affection 
of men, women aud cuildLen; .coceu a $6->- 
Poet Laureate, in the “ Testament of 
Beauty,” explains for us the growth in reli- 
gion of the late King: ‘‘Surely as mind in 
man groweth, so with manhood groweth his 
idea of God wider ever and worthier.” And 
now, looking back over his life, in which 
there was much toil and suffering, Coleridge’s 
words to Lamb are truly applicable to Fia 
whom we mourn: ‘‘ You are a temporary 
sharer in human miseries that you may be an 
eternal partaker of the Divine nature.” 

Standing at the head of the coffin, soon to 
be lowered into the chamber tenanted bv the 
dead royalties of England, are two most 
pathetic figures. the chief mourners. 

To King Edward VIII, who bears the 
double burden of deep sorrow and the 
heaviest of responsibilities, we, with the 
British people, will to-day pledge our loyalty 
and pray for him that the mantle of his 
father may descend upon hy beloved son. 

To Mary, Queen mother, after over forty 
vears of happy married life. left a lonely 
widow, we, with all the British people, will 
offer our heartfelt condolences and pray the 
poet’s prayer: 


“The love of all thy people comfort thee 
Till God’s love set thee at His side 
again.” 


The hvmn, ““Jerusalem the Golden,” was 
then sung, and the blessing was imparted by 
the Very Rev. Dr. Hanna. 

The Service concluded with the playing of 
Chopin’s ‘‘ Marche Funebre.”’

METHODIST CHURCH 


“The grief felt by our fellow-citizens of 
the Empire on this oecasion is more spon- 
taneous and more personal, even more 
domestic, than is usual in the death of 
monarchs. We feel that we have lost, not 
only a king. but a friend.”’ 

This was the tribute paid to the late King 
by the Rev. R. Lee Cole, M.A., B.D., in 
an address to a Jarge congregation at the 
Methodist Centenary Church, St. Stenhen’s 
Green, yesterday, when the Methodist 
churches in Dublin united in a commemora- 
tion ceremony. 

The Service, which opened with the 
Adagio from Sonata Pathetique (Beethoven), 
was conducted by the Rev. T, Irwin. 
D.Litt., President of the Methodist Chureh 
in Ireland. The Lessons were read by the 
Rev. W. Johnston Hunter, Clontarf, and the 
prevers were given by the Rev. James M. 
Allev. 

The congregation stood in silence during 
the Service for two minutes. 

Among the hymns were :—'' The . Lord’s 
My Shepherd’’ and “The Strife is o'er,” 
and the anthem was “ Sunset and evening 
star’’ (J. F. Bridge). The Service was 
concluded with Benediction and Beethoven's 
Funeral March from the Grand Sonata. Mr. 
Eric Crowe presided at the organ, and the 
choir was under the direction of Miss Sylvia 
Fannin. : 

“Tt seems to me that we knew King 
George more intimately than any monarch 
was ever known by his people,” said the 
Rev. Mr. Lee Cole. “Of all the great

During the last seven years parti- 
cularly the gelations between the King and 
his people became closer and more intimate: 
the Empire changed into a household, and 
the ning. subjects looked up to him as 


sons and daughters do to their father.” 


To-day, he said, the people’s thoughts 
turned to the Royal lady who for. forty years 
shared King ser ye labours and his cares, 
and they thought of her with much sympathy 


and heartfelt prayer for her aurrow and 
loneliness. ‘Their prayerful thought was for 
the new King, who in the midst of his 
private grief must shoulder the splendid 
eares of his royal office. For him they 
would not cease to pray in his new dignity 
and responsibility.

UNITARIAN CHURCH 

The relay of the Royal Funeral Service 
from Windsor was heard in the Unitarian 
Church, St. Stephen's Green, Dublin, yester- 
day, by a very large congregation. 

““We meet this morning on an occasion of 
great national sorrow—international sorrow, I 
may say—as we mourn the passing of a great 
King,” said the Rev. E. Savell Hicks, M.A., 
the minister of the church, in introduction. 
““One more epoch in the history of Empire 
closes, and as the mortal remains of King 
George V. are placed in their last resting 
place we feel a sense of personal loss; for 
he has become a familiar figure and a familiar 
voice in many of our homes. 

“We, in this church.” he continued, “have 
felt that the most fitting way to meet the 
occasion is by making use of the modern 
miracle of wireless, and so, actually, to be 
able to join in the Service at the Chapel 
Royal. It will be to us a symbol of the 
eternal fact that in God’s great universe time 
and space are but the illusion of our earthly 
limitations, and that, even as we hear in- 
stantly the tramp of distant feet, the sound 
of distant voices, of prayers offered hundreds 
of miles away, so the heart of the All-Father 
is able to hear and know the sorrow and 
joys of His children here on earth, 

“Let us in all reverence,’’ concluded the 
speaker, “join with those who are present at 
Windsor to pay the last earthly tribute of 
respect to one who was a wise ruler, a good 
King, and who strove in all sincerity to 
serve and guide the Empire which he loved.”’ 

The Service in the church opened with the 
hymn, “God Bless Our Native Land,” and 
during the broadcast the large congregation 
joined with the congregation at the Chapel 
Royal in the singing of “ Abide With Me.” 
which was ohe of the late King’s favourite 
hymns. Mr. A. J. Thornton, the organist 
of the church, synchronised the organ with 
the choir at Windsor and led the singing. 

The Service closed with prayer, and the 
singing of the ‘‘ Sevenfold Amen” by the 
choir. 


CHURCH OF CHRIST, 
SCIENTIST 


In the Second Church of Christ, Scientist, 
Rathmines Park, Dublin, a special Service 
was held. 

The Service was conducted by Mr. W. E. 
Horsbrugh Porter, who said :—‘‘ King George 
the Fifth of Great Britain and Ireland an 
the British Dominions beyond the Seas, 
Emperor of India, has passed away greatly 
beloved by the people of his Empire. When, 
in 1901, our leader asked the first members 
of the Mother Church of Christ, Scientist, tn 
Boston, Massachusetts, to ‘convene for the 
sacred purpose of expressing our deep 
svmpathy with the bereaved nation, it’s loss 
and the world’s loss, in the sudden departure 
of the late lamented Victoria,’ she spoke of 
the Queen as ‘long honoured, revered, 
beloved.’ How aptlv her words applv to the 
Sovereign who has just passed from 
the scene uf his earthly labours. The love 
of every Christian Scientist goes out to iis 
Queen, yreatly beloved, as he fumself was;

London town has had a long and varied 
story, and since Roman times it has had 
a world-wide repute for things of pomp 
and pageantry.

It was 
essentially a family affair, the very 
simplicity of which was deeply moving. 
Then for some days the Royal coffin lay 
in State in Westminster Hall, whither 


hundreds of thousands of humble pilgrims 
made their way to pay a final tribute of 
homage and affection to a beloved 
Monarch Those days were London’s; 
and the people of the imperial capital gave 
a display of love and loyalty which has 
no parallel in history. Yesterday the 
Empire and the civilised world joined to 
make the last phase the most memorable 
of all. The rural leave-taking of Sandring- 
ham, the popular demonstrations of 
Westminster, which reached their climax 
when the dead King’s four sons mounted 
silent guard over his bier at midnight, 
were followed by a brilliant pageant 
that held the attention of the whole 
world. .-The medieval splendour of yester- 
day’s funeral, with its glamorous ritual.

In Germany the Churches are putting § 
land Sports 


up so vigorous a fight against Herr Hitler 
that one scarcely can believe it to be a 
losing fight. Their position, indeed, has 
been very difficult during the last few 
years. Herr Hitler, though he has no open 
quarrel with religion, has been attempting 
to impose on Germany a new dogma, in 
which the Church is hardly more than an 
aspect of the State—an organisation whose 
duty it will be to preach the doctrines of 
“ Aryanism ” and national self-sufficiency 


which have been imposed on Germany by] 


the Nazi movement. It seems to be Herr 
Hitler’s intention that the Christian 
faith shall be interpreted in a manner

which shall serve national 
spiritual ends, and some of these 
pretations ’’ are almost a reversion to 
paganism. With this idea in view, he has 
created a ‘‘ State Church,” and has 
attempted to bring the existing Churches 
into conformity with it.

Clergymen and priests have been put in 
jail for alleged offences against the State ;

Yet the Churches appear to be standing 
firm, and have rallied against the State’s 
plan with great courage. A few weeks 
ago the Protestant communities made it 
quite clear that they did not intend to be 
threatened, and on Sunday a similar 
announcement was made from the pulpit 
of every Roman Catholic church in Ger- 
many. The letter which was read to the 
congregations was drawn up by a con- 
ference of bishops. It states boldly that 
‘the more some people endeavour to 
shatter the faith of adults and young 
people, and to pave the way for a new 
heathenism, the more courageously must 
we put ourselves at the head of our 
Catholic people, and the more loudly must 
our voices be raised as teachers of the 
faith.’’ All the Churches have given proof 
that such statements are not empty boasts, 
and, faced with this determination, the 
German Government yet may realise that 
the Churches cannot be coerced. 


The Mind of a Child 


‘‘ Speak roughly,’’ said the Duchess, 
‘to your little boy, and beat him when 
he sneezes; he only does it to annoy, 
because he knows it teases.” At a con- 
ference of the National Council for Mental 
Hygiene, held in London on Saturday, 
another lady gave a contrary direction. 
‘‘ A child thwarted in one of its sensitive 
periods,’’ she said, “ and prevented from 
behaving in. accordance with its inner 
promptings, will lose for ever that 
particular chance of natural growth.’' 
The working plan outlined by the Duchess 
needs admirably little explanation; but 
the other speaker's attitude towards the 
wilful child cannot be dismissed so briefly. 
In essence her view was as follows: A 
child, under the intense influence of a 
sensitive period, will go on repeating a 
given action until he has mastered it. The 


adult, hared and impatient, gives orders 


that the thing shall cease, and thereby he 
“ pronounces sentence of death on the 
hidden life of the child’s development.’’ 
Inversely, temper, tantrums, naughtiness, 
or wild and ill-regulated activities, might 
be due to trifling causes which had dis- 
turbed the exceptional sensibilities of the 
child. Whims and fads were symptoms of 
a dangerous condition, which" might be 
appeased at once if the child were 
treatedavith sympathy and understanding.

THE FUNERAL

ING GEORGE to-day was laid to rest. 


Kings, Princes and. statesmen 
thronged behind his coffin, while the 
streets of his capital were so deeply 


packed with sorrowing people that many 
thousands could see only the Imperial 
Crown passing slowly along on the coffin, 
and the top of the State Carriage, in 
which rode Queen Mary. Those who 
were more fortunate had stood for many 
weary hours through darkness and rain 
to pay their last tribute—a long, un- 
broken line of mourners. The silence as 
the procession moved along was made 
more remarkable by the thunder of guns 
and the booming of Big Ben—tolled only 
at the funeral of the Sovereign—with the 
melancholy strains of Chopin's “Funeral 
March ” played by massed bands. When 
the coffin passed by there seemed to be a 
general holding of breath, followed by a 
deep-drawn sigh, and I saw tears stream- 
ing down the faces of men and women 
standing near me. The pageantry was 
it was as nothing in 
comparison with that wonderful display oi 


human grief. 


Homage 


The police had made arrangements to 
deal with vast crowds of people along the 
route to-day, but they were helpless in 
places where the throngs exceeded all ex- 
pectations. At certain points the crowds 
were so great that the double cordon o! 
police and troops was broken, one being 
St. James’s street, where mounted police 
did their utmost to get the people back 
on the pavement. The crush was so great 
that many women fainted, and had to he 
taken away by ambulance. At the Marble 
Arch there were difficulties all through 
the morning, the crowd being of such 
immense proportions that its pressure was 
almost, irresistible, and, although’ rein- 
forcements of police and troops were 
brought up, it was impossible to main- 
tain order, and numbers were allowed to 
remain in positions they should not have 
occupied. In Edgware road the crowds 
forced the soldiers into the centre of the 
processional way, and many people fainted 
in the ensuing confusion. In one place 
the great wooden barricades were rushed 
by a section of the crowd, the gates 
forced open, and a number of people 
rushed through before they could be 
stopped. It may have been due to the 
great pressure everywhere that the pro- 
cession through London took longer than 
had been expected, but the funeral train 
did not leave Paddington until half an 
hour after the time fixed. 


Universal Mourning 


Every shop was closed to-day, and almost 
every shop-front bore an indication of 
mourning in the shape of mourning boards 
or draperies. It was a whole-hearted 
token of respect, entirely voluntary, and 
there could be no complaint from any 
quarter that a day’s idleness had been 
forced upon the workers. Nearly all the 
churches held Memorial Services in the 
course of the day, and these were attended 
by big congregations, especially where 
there was a broadcast of the Service at 
Windsor. St. Paul’s, perhaps, was thie 
most notable of these Services, and the 
Cathedral was packed from end to end. 
Services were held in Westminster Abbey 
and Westminster Cathedral, and these 


also had big congregations. 


The City Deserted 


The City of London to-day was silent 
and practically deserted, and even the 
banks, which were open for a few hours, 
did no business. Here and there a tea 
shop was open, but tobacconists were 
closed - almost without exception. The 
creat, City thoroughfares were as quiet as 
they are on Sundays, and at the Mansion 
House,.normally one of the busiest traffic 
points in the world, there were only 
omnibuses, with a private car or two, 
throughout the day. One sign of activity 
was at the Bank of England, where men 
were working as usual on the scaffolding 
surrounding the new Bank buildings, but 
otherwise building operations appeared to 
be entirely suspended. 


Silence in Holborn 


The Two Minutes’ Silence was strictly 
observed. I was in Holborn as the clock 
showed the approach of half-past one. All 
at once the trafhe stopped, drivers silenced 
their engines, conductors of omnibuses 
stood in the roadway, passengers rose, and 


as the clock showed 1.30 all the men re- . 


moved their hats. -The silence had started 
before the maroons sounded, and it was 
so complete that one could hear the whirr 
of birds’ wings as they flew overhead. 
There was this difference from the 
Armistice Silence. Then every window 
has its complement of people; but to-day 
all windows were closed, and in many aases 
the blinds were drawn. 


Mishaps to the Crown 


The Imperial Crown which was on the 
coffin to-day is not very old, though many 
people have an idea that it is one of the 
anciént pieces of the Roval Regalia. Made 
for Queen Victoria in 1838, it is adorned 
with jewels from other crowns, among 
these being the pearl eardrops of Queen 
Klizabeth, a sapphire from Edward the 
Contessor’s Coronation Ring, and a ruby 
that belonged to the Black Prince. It 
was twice altered during the’ late reign, 
once when a portion of the famous 
Cullinan diamond Star of Africa was put 
in the place of a great sapphire, and again 
in connection with the Jubilee, when some 
small alterations were made. It was 
curious that the Crown should have 
suffered that slight injury last Tuesday on 
the way from King’s Cross to Westminster 
Hall, because at his Coronation King 
Edward, when wearing the same Crown, 
struck the roof of the State carriage on 
entering it and bent the cross. The 
damage was not great, but the Crown had 
to receive ettention from the Royal 
jewellers, as it did last week. 


Darkened Street Signs 


For the past week many of the brilliant 
neon gas signs in London have been dis- 
connected, and the Guinness clocks and 
other huge advertising devices have been 
ouf of action, so that centres usually alive 
with light have been wrapped in darkness. 
This dimming of bright signs was a 
spontaneous gesture, and was not the out- 
come of any direction from the authorities. 
From to-morrow it is anticipated that the 


lighting of the signs will be resumed, and . 


the public clocks which have been in dark- 
ness during the lying-in-state will once 
again tell their time by night as well as 
by day.

Six Kings were in the funeral 


procession, as well as the Queen, 


Queen Maud of Norway and Queen Victoria Eugenie of Spain. 
The French President was there, and many Royal personages, states- 
men, soldiers and sailors from countries great and small in all parts 


of the world. 


YOUNG PRINCESS A SPECTATOR 


Every race and creed honoured the 
memory of a King who, above all, had 
devoted his life to the cause of peace, the 
cause of mankind. Never before can there 
have been such universal grief and such 
world-wide expression of it 

Sorrow and triumph mingled in that tide 
of emotion—sorrow for a Sovereign who 
was held in deep affection by his people, 
triumph for the nobleness of that life 
which King George had given to his 
Empire. There was the panoply and cere- 
monial befitting the passing of a great 
King, but in those solemn moments as he 
passed for the last time among his people 
the dominant note was that of personal 
SOTTOW., 

\nd even for his funeral King George 
had the sun—that sun which always 
seemed to shine for him on great Royal 
True, showers there were, but 
merely emblematic of his people’s feelings ; 
they served to heighten the effect of the 
sun, when a gentle wind, drawing the 
clouds from its face, it burst forth 
brilliantly, lighting up the vast crowds, 
the roadway, and the solemn, yet magni- 
ficent, pageantry of that final parade, 

The new.King, tense and pale, marched 
behind the naval gun carriage on which 
his father’s coffin rested. He, too, was a 
Sailor King yesterday; for he wore the 
uniform of Admiral of the Fleet. and he 
gave the naval salute as the cortége passed 
the Cenotaph. 


MOST TRAGIC FIGURE 


The Queen, heavily veiled, 
straight in front of her, was the 
tragic figure in a spectacle full of tragedy. 
Her pallor was increased by the mourning 
she wore, and in her clenched hand she 
held a handkerchief as, in her glass coach.

GREAT PILGRIMAGE 
Over 800,000 people had passed through 


the Hall since the Ilying-in-state began 
on Friday morning. The doors were not 
closed until 4 a.m. yesterday. Nothing 
like jt had ever been known in our 
national life. 
Quite a number of those who waited 
‘ll night had been in their positions 
ifteen hours before the procession was 
due to pass. Thousands slept on the 
pavements, protected only by newspapers. 
it was estimated that about 20,000 people 
waited along the route all night. 
Whitehall was an astonishing sight, 
with about 10,000 people sleeping there 
or occupying precarious perches. In the 
Mall the scene was stranger still. Over 
the muddy paths were stretched papers, 
coats and strips of wood to provide sleep- 
ing accommodation, while others, in atti- 


tudes of weariness, leaned against the§ 


trees. Under the Ritz arches in Picca- 
dilly they lay in hundreds, heavily over- 
coated, rich and poor in a mass of ex- 
pectation. 

Ambulance men were kept busy, and a 
number of women collapsed owing to the 
long wait. 

By 7 a.m, the rain had turned into a 
steady downpour, but the huge crowds 
made no attempt to leave their places, 
and those without umbrellas huddled 
under coats, newspapers, and anything 
else they could find. 


EIGHT DEEP 

From St. Jaies’s street to Hyde Park 
corner, and right through the park, the 
crowd was already eight deep, ad soon 
was a solid mass of people. Even á 
detachment of Guards was compelled to 
break formation to fight its way through 
the throng at Apsley Gate in order to get 
into the park. 

As late-comsenl still poured into St. 
James’s square, troops and p lice had to 
link arms to preserve the lines. For a 
moment the swaying crowd looked as 
though it might burst through, but order 
was restored.

'THE ROYAL MOURNERS 


DEPARTURE FROM THE 
PALACE 


The departure from Buckingham Palace 
of the Royal mourners was watched by a 
crowd of several hundred people. At 9.30 
a.m. the King, accompanied by the King 
of the Belgians, left by car. Directly 
afterwards three more cars drove off carry- 
ing other Royal mourners. 

Ten minutes later the procession of eight 
State landaus left the Palace. In the first 
glass coach was the Queen, heavily veiled. 
Beside the Queen sat her daughter, the 
Princess Royal, and opposite her were the 
Duchess of York and Queen 
Norway. 

Silently the vast multitude outside 
Westminster Hall saw the King enter with 
the Queen. Within they stood for a 


minute or two more by the side of the 


coffin as it rested on the catafalque. 

The King’s brothers—the Duke of York, 
ithe Duke of Gloucester and the Duke of 
Kent—had come in cars, following imme- 
diately behind him on his journey from 
the Palace. The Duke of York wore Air 
Force uniform, the Duke of Gloucester 
that of the 10th Hussars; the Duke of 
Kent was in naval uniform. They, too, 
went inside to join the Kings and Princes 
from foreign lands. 


A KINGLY ARRAY 


Big Ben, high in the clock tower above 
the Palace Yard, where there was 
assembled a kingly array, had just struck 
deeply as they brought the body of King 
George from Westminster Hall. Its echoes 
were almost the only sound as the Guards- 
men came slowly out from under the 
canopy, stretching out from the great door 
of the hall to the edge of the pavement, 
where waite] the gun carriage, manned 
by a naval crew. 

Slowly. slowly they stepped along the 
matting that led from the hall, these 
picked men of the King’s Company of 
Grenadier Guards, the coffin borne high 
on their strong, square shoulders. 

The coffin was still draped with the 
Royal Standard—the same Royal Standard 
that draped it in the. Parish Church at 
Sandringham when it rested there last 
week. On it the crown, the orb, the 
sceptre and the insignia of the Order of 
the Garter lay. 

QUEEN’S TOKEN 

By the side of these be-jewelled emblems 
was placed the Queen’s floral cross, her 
last token to a loving husband. 

Gently the Guardsmen placed the coffin 
on the carriage drawn by 142 sailors. Ten 
rows of them—eight in a row—manned the 
four ropes that ran from the carriage, and 
there were more rows behind. 

All the time the bell of Big Ben was 
tolling—one stroke for each year of the 
King’s age, seventy in all—tolling for the 
first time since the funeral of King 
Edward VII. nearly twenty-six years ago. 

Behind the coffin came the King with 
the Queen, the King’s features set, his 
face pale, the Queen white beneath her 
long black veil. The King stood at the 
salute while the coffin was borne to the 
gun-carriage. The Queen stood motionless 
beside him with her eyes on the ground. 

Behind them were the Queen of Norway, 
the Princess Royal and the Duchess of 
York. and behind these Royal ladies were 
the three Royal brothers, standing, like 
the King, at the salute. 

After her coach came forward the Queen, 
followed by the other Royal ladies with 
her, entered it. 


THE LAST PROCESSION

Until his mother and the ladies were 
seated the King and his brothers moved 
not an inch. Then the King turned: on 
his heel, took up his position behind the 
Royal Standa bearer, and fell in 
immediately behind the cofin. — .

The procession moved on, and at length 
the end came. The rifles of the naval 
ratings, who had been resting on arms

turned into Horse Guards’ Parade. 
IN ST. JAMES’S PARK 


Yesterday the Queen looked neither to 
the right nor left. The crowds which, so 
it seemed, had so lately cheered him, stood 
in reverent silence as their late Sovereign 
went by. 

Words of command in the Square before 
brisk movements of 
troops sloping and reversing arms, and 
two officers of the Life Guards pacing 
slowly with drawn swords out of Marl- 
borough Gate. These were the beginning 
of the procession as it was seen by 
thousands who had waited there for hours. 


The steps of the marching troops fell§ 


with strange distinctness. 

The music of the band of the Third 
Carabiniers and the Household Cavalry 
sounded faint and then louder from the 
Mall, swelled and died away along Picca- 
dilly. For minute after minute troops 
came through the gateway in khaki, blue 
and grey, with red and white cockades 
blowing, a glimpse of steel with the pale 
sun shining on the backs of reversed arms. 


SOLDIERS AND HERALDS 


Tanned men-from the Dominions’ Ser- 
vices and slight dark men from India 
walked in little detachments. Then came 
the Guards, brave with their plumes, long 
coats of blue and crimson; marines in 
white helmets and dark ranks of sailors, 
khaki-belted. 

Foreign uniforms made a splash of 
colour—emerald plumes, gold lacings on 
crimson and white, and, following these, 
came the cockaded Field-Marshals, each 
with his baton resting on his thigh. Then 
came the other heads of Services. 

While the Heralds, brilliant in their 
tabards, led the silent massed bands into 
the Square, there came from the Mall the 
lament of pipes and the low sound of 
muffled drums. 

An hour and eight minutes it took for 
the procession to pass—sixty-eight minutes 
packed with such emotion that one felt 
almost like crying out, so awful was the 
stillness, broken only by those slowly 
tramping feet, the dull rumble of those 
iron-shod . gun-carriage wheels, — the 
occasional sob of some person in the 
crowd. 

Thus they passed to Hyde Park Corner, 
hedged around with a mourning multitude.

WATCHES PROCESSION

Princess Margaret Rose, a _ sad-faced 
little figure in grey, watched from the

TRAIN DELAYED 


Plain clothes detectives were on guard 
at every approach to the station. Only 


ticket-holders and bona fide travellers were 


permitted to enter. The train was thirty- 
three minutes behind time in starting 
owing to the late arrival of the procession. 


iIt consisted of the same nine coaches which 
Ibrought the dead King from Sandring- 


ham to King’s Cross last Thursday, 

In the centre, painted a dull black, was 
the coach which had been specially pre- 
pared to carry the Royal coffin. Behind 
this was the coach for King Edward and 
his relatives. At the front of the train 
was the locomotive ‘‘ Windsor Castle.” 


HOnce, when he was on a visit to the Great 
= Western Railway works at Swindon in 


1924, he had driven this very locomotive. 
THE ROYAL ARMS 


On each head-lamp was a model of the 
[Imperial Crown, and flanking each side 
of the gleaming boiler was a draped shield 
bearing the Royal Coat of Arms. 

As the train moved into the station the 
representatives of all the Services forming 
the guard of honour marched to the plat- 
form. First came fifty ratings and an 
officer from the Royal Navy, with a great 
White Ensign; next fifty men and an 
officer from the Royal Air Force, the 


junior Service, which was not in existence 


when King Edward VII. was buried: and 
finally a detachment of the Welsh Guards, 
marching smartly to their places fronting 
the black coach. 


PRINCESS ELIZABETH 


It was soon after the guard of honour 
arrived that little Princess Elizabeth made 
a surprise appearance. She had come well 
in advance of the time at which the pro- 
cession was due, in order to take her place 
in the Royal train when her mother 
arrived. She walked to the end of No. 8 
Platform to catch a glimpse of the funeral 
train. 

Dressed in black, with a black beret. 
she peeped round the corner of the plat- 
form for a few moments, and then she left

with a governess to wait in a room at the 
station. 


The procession appeared in view ten] 


minutes before noon. Immediately the 
officer of the Headquarters Staff, with two 
Royal Horse Guards with reversed swords, 
entered the station approach all the 
electric lights in the high arched roof were 
switched on. Even this was draped ‘in 
purple, and surmounting it was a great 
wreath, 5ít. 6ins. across, made of laurels 


and Flanders poppies. 
THE DEAD MARCH 


Scarlet-clad coachmen went to the door 
of the funeral saloon, and then the full 
procession moved slowly down to the notes 
of the ‘‘ Dead March.” Rank after rank of 
troops followed. 

Suddenly the leading band ceased play- 
ing, and silence fell upon the station, 
except for the seemingly unending tramp 
of marching men. Fifteen minutes passed 
before the arrival of the massed bands pre- 
ceding the coffin. These bands drowned 
the noise of marching feet. 

The Royal Artillery Band halted at the 
foot of Platform No. 10, and played the 
coffin to its place beside the saloon. 

‘As the coaches containing the Queen, 
the Duchess of York and other members 
of the Queen’s family came into the drive 
Princess Elizabeth stepped forward and 
took her place with her mother. 

The gun-carriage bearing the Royal coffin 
came to a stop immediately opposite the 
stretch of scarlet carpet. Before the coffin 
was removed the King, his brethers and 
other leading mourners stood on one side 
of the carpet, while the Queen, the 
Duchess of York and other Royal ladies 
took up their positions on the other side. 


So an aisle was made, stretching across 
the carpet from the gun-carriage to the 
door of the black saloon. 

As the bearer party from the King’s 
Company of Grenadier Guards reverently 
lifted their precious burden the King and 
the other men there in uniform stood stiffly 
at the salute. Among them was Viscount 
Lascelles, a boyish figure in Highland 
dress. 

Very slowly the bearer party walked 
with the coffin to the coach, and as they 
laid it inside the King stepped forward 
to see that all was in order. Then he 
walked down the platform to show his 
mother to the saloon immediately behind 
the funeral coach, helped his sisters-in-law 
to their compartments and himself ertered 
the train. 

Meanwhile, another special train had 
left platform No. 9 opposite, carrying 
foreign envoys who were going to Windsor 
in advance of the Royal party. 


LAST JOURNEY TO 
WINDSOR 


At last all was ready, and from the band 
of the Royal Artillery came the notes of 
"QO, Rest in the Lord.” A guard at 
the rear of the train waved his green flag 
and entered his compartment. | Smoke 
coiled from the funnel of the engine, there 
was a hiss of steam, and to the salute of 
the guards of honour che train moved inch 
by inch. 

Then came the mournful wail of a High- 
land dirge, “ Flowers of the Forest,” 
played by massed pipers from the Scots 
Guards, the Black Watch and the (ameron 
Highlanders. A few moments only and 
the Royal train had rounded the sweep- 
ing curve leading from the station and 
was out of sight.

ARCHBISHOP’S GRIEF 


The Archbishop of Canterbury put aside 
the grief which must have been overwhelm- 
ing him, and his tones were clear and bell- 
like aS he read the words of the Service 
for the Burial of the Dead. Yet his voice 
seemed to quiver when he came to that 
moving expression of finality: “ We, there- 

. fore, commit his body to earth, ashes to 
ashes’ and dust to dust.” : 

As these words faded awav, so the re- 
mains of King George the Fifth vanished 
out of sight. 

The Queen, although suffering under 
this groat strain, seemed to follow with 
her hps the words of which her husband 
was so fond. As the choir sang the 
touching lines: E 

“Swift to its close ebbs out life’s little 

i day, 

““ Earth’s joys grow dim, its glories pass 

away,” 
many of those standing silently in the 
Chapel were deeply moved. 

[It was during these fleeting seconds, 
when all that was earthly of King George 
was being gathered unto the remains of 
his forefathers, that the congregation stood 
mute before the sorrow of our new King 
and Ins mother, the Queen. 

The King seemed suddenly to have 
grown old. In that moment was seen the 
man who for so many years had been the 
smiling. Prince of Wales, the idol of the 
nation, become a King, with all the re- 
sponsibilities of the Empire on his 
shoulders. He had taken up the torch 
which his father had put down. He stood 
in the gloom of the chancel, his fair hair 
turned to gold in the soft light of the 
altar candles, the einbodiment of Kingship. 

The voices of the choir once more 
swelled ont into that glorious anthem 
which brought comfort to the Queen, to 
the King, and to all their subjects, “ For 
they rest from their labours.” 


STYLES OF THE KING 

Then came a moving episode when, just 
before. the Benediction was pronounced 
by the Archbishop of Canterbury, Sir 
Gerald Wollaston, Garter Principal King 
of Arms, pronounced the styles of the 
King. _ At one time he had some diffi- 
culty m controlling his voice, ‘but the 
words came slowly and clearly, and rang 
through the lofty arches of the chapel:

All the cannonade of artillery firing 
Royal salutes, which crashed across 
Canada continuously for five hours, could 
not dim the genuineness of this spon- 
taneous family tribute. ; 

Canada’s public tribute was solemn and 
simple. 

The fortress at Halifax began its salute 
of seventy minute-guns, which was taken 
up by Quebec’s historic citadel, then by 
the guns on Ottawa’s Parliament Hil, 
and across the different time zones to the 
snow-clad prairies and the Pacific Ocean. 

One of the most impressive Services in 
Canada was that held in the early morn- 
ing in the Mapleleaf Gardens’ of Toronto. 
It was attended by 15,000 persons, and 
was conducted by Dr. Owen, the Anglican 
Primate. 


RADIO OFF 


Apart from the B.B.C. re-broadcast, the 
programmes of the Canadian Radio Com- 
missions were suspended during the day, 

Traffic came to a stand-still while the 
Two Minutes’ Silence was observed. It 
was reminiscent of Armistice Day. A 
feature of the day was the number of 
ex-Service men’s parades, 

A day of national mourning was 
observed throughout Canada, and all

AUSTRALIA 
BIG MEMORIAL SERVICES 


At Sydney 355,000 people attended a 

Service, in which the Bishop of Sydney 
and heads of other Churches took part. 
The broadcast of the funeral procession 
and the Service in St. George’s Chapel 
was clearly heard and created a deep 
impression. 
_ In brilliant sunshine the city was hushed 
into silence for two minutes at noon while 
all the citizens paid their joint tribute 
to the King. 

Lord Gowrie, the new Governor-General, 
made his first official appearance at Can- 
berra at the National Memorial Service, 
at which the Prime Minister and Cabinet 
attended. Many persons fainted in the 
intense heat. 

A tomb-like cenotaph had been erected 
on Parliament House steps in Melbourne, 
where a Memorial Service attended by 
50,000 persons was held. 

Two minutes’ silence was 
throughout Victoria at noon. 
and tram and car was stopped. 


NEW ZEALAND AND 
SOUTH AFRICA 


At 11 o'clock, while London was still 
deep in sleep, every activity in New Zea- 
land ceased for two minutes as the 
Dominion’s silent tribute to the memory 
of His Majesty. Later the warships and 
land batteries fired seventy minute guns, 
while from each church towér tolled a 
muffled peal of bells. 

Booming guns echoing through quiet 
streets added solemnity to South Africa’s 
tribute to King George. All public build- 
ings were draped in purple and black, and 
the churches were incapable of accommo- 
dating the dense crowds bf mourners. 


BUSINESS SUSPENDED 
IN INDIA 


Yesterday: was marked by the most com- 
plete suspension of business ever recol- 
lected in India, all communities and castes 
participating. A five minutes’ silence was 
faithfully observed. Temples, churches 
and mosques in Bombay, Calcutta and 
other cities were filled. . 

“ We have lost not only an Emperor 
but a wise and kindly father who loved 
us all,” an old Indian told Reuter. 

At sundown flags were lowered over New 
Delhi and seventy minute guns were fired. 


KENYA’S CROSS 


A cross of remembrance fashioned on 
the grassy slope of a hillside near 
Nairobi was one of the features of Kenya’s 
day of mourning. After the Service in 
Nairobi Cathedral, the Governor and 
officials and other worshippers marched 
there tin procession and placed flowers on 
the cross.

N the passing of George V., Ireland has 
lost the best friend she ever had in all 
her history on the English Throne, and I 
am proud to be able to pay not only a 
personal tribute, but one which I am sure 
will be echoed in millions of Irish hearts 
all over the Dominions, as but for his in- 
tervention at the critical moment matters 
must inevitably have drifted into another 
Cromwellian campaign. 

The Cabinet. was preparing for war in 
real earnest ever since the Rising of 1916. 
and I remember how from the first I 
pleaded for the imperial link as the only 
means of attaining the ultimate internal 
unity of Ireland—the dream of four genera-

UNAVAILING SACHIFICE 


Ex-Service.men who had risked their 
lives answering the appeal to fight for 
small nations felt they had been tricked, 
and their sacrifice had been of no avail;

worse, with wholesale attacks on barracks 
‘and. soldiers, and prisoners going on 
hunger strike, 

I had written in vain, because I was not. 
allowed by the censors either to suggest 
that Sinn Fein was deeply earnest and 
idealistic, or even permitted to quote 
English newspapers that conceded the 
point; and, with the ‘‘ impertinence of 
despair,’’ as I said the other day at the 
Albert Hall in my Jubilee tribute, as an 
Irishman I made up my mind to appeal 
to the Throne again for a “ truce of God,” 
as I phrased it on the model of the old 
medizeval pacts. 

Incidentally, I made use of the very 

same phrases which had been used by the 
first of the Redmonds in 1170, when, after 
the Siege of Waterford, a provisional peace 
had been suggested on the basis of conced- 
ing that the Irish were not ‘ thieves, 
murderers and freebooters,” but honour- 
able. men who had defended their country, 
“and who might yet be brothers and 
fellow-citizens in a future Empire.” 
. The. Lord Mayor of Cork was then 
starving to death in Brixton Jail, and I 
begged in the name of the Irish leader, 
who had been instrumental in Ireland 
in, making the sacrifice of 50,000 men 
killed, for a month’s truce; and, to my 
surprise, a-telegram came back from Bal- 
moral signed by the late Lord Stamford- 
ham saying that he had been commanded 
by his King to say that His Majesty was 
taking up the matter with all the greater 
consideration because of the sacrifices of 
the Redmond family, and thanked me for 
my wishes for a speedy peace, and 
encouraged my efforts and hopes. 


WIRE CAUSED 
CONSTERNATION 


The wire caused consternation alike in 
Ireland and England—indeed, Fleet street 
refused: to believe it for six hours after 
I had handed it in for publication— 
pending -inquiries, and the news was 
flashed over to Switzerland, where Mr. “ 
Lloyd George; then Premier, was staying, 
and soon the world was tingling with 
excitement. ’ 

My next step, therefore, 
what support I could get to justify a 
“release on parole,’ which everybody 
expected at-any moment, and I had gone 
myself at two -o’clock ‘in the morning to 
hand it in at the prison gates to the 
dying man.

A MINISTER’S REFUSAL 


It was with these two documents that I 
went down to the Right Hon. Edward 
Shortt, then at the Home Office, who had 
formerly received me at the Castle during 
my recruiting campaign ; but, to my utter 
amazement and indignation, he refused 
even to see me, though I showed the 
message from the King. | 

I tried other Ministers, with the same 
result, and then went again to the prison, 
where, to my, regret, I found the sister of

my efforts: to save her brother, 
a resentme? she » followed up ; by 
afi open’ “wire®=to Lieyd @ George} 


and I felt at orice the deadlock, ‘but still 
went on, because “I felt if the Cabinet 
stepped in bétween Treland, and even the 
prerogative of mercy, the most personal 
of all the notes of the Throne, disaster 
must follow.” 

Mr. J. H. Thomas, seeing Lloyd 
George’s reply to Miss MacSwiney’s letter, 
refusing all suggestions of a truce, wired 
he could not have read ‘‘ the King’s wire 
to Redmond Howard.”’ 

Then 1 saw Dr. Barnes, at the t.me 
Dean of Westminster; Mr. Horatio 
Bottomley, then still a power in the land: 
and the Hon. Alexander Carlisle, dearest 
of all the black Protestants of Ulster, and 
brother-in-law of Lord Pirrie, suggesting 
we might both go to Balmoral and plead 
our case in person, but were advised that 
this might compromise the King, and we 
had better trust to the personal sympathy 
he had already expressed, and we followed 
this advice. 

The magic moment, however, had been 
lost, especially when a special Cabinet. pro- 
nouncement further tried to explain away 
the message which had thrilled all Ireland 
to the extent of dozens of appeals from all 
quarters—all the bishops taking up my 
phrase of a “ Roval Truce of God ’’—ex- 
Service men evening sending back their 
medals ... yet in the end the King won, 
for, as everyone knows, the death of the 
Lord Mayor of Cork was followed Ly the 
death of some half a doben officers in their 
beds at the hands of the irregulars, and 
things were heading straight for chaos 
when the King’s truce intervened, and I 
was asked by the Liberal Office to write a 
death of some half a dozen officers in their 
magazine, which I entitled ‘‘ A United 
Ireland within a United Empire.” 


THE TREATY FOLLOWED 


There followed the Treaty establishing 
the Irish Free State—how much of which 
was due to the personal influence of the 
Monarch will probably never be known— 
but it more than justified the opinion 
which the Nationalists of the Irish Party 
had been associating with the King for 
vears—namely, that it had been the 
ambition of his life not to hand on to 
his successor the heritage of hate which 
had come down to him with the Crown of 
Ireland. 

The same note was again to be found 
in his Speech opening the Parliament of 
Ulster, when he pleaded with Irishmen 
“to forget and to forgive; and join with 
each other in making for the land they 
love a new era of peace, contentment and

THE KING’S FUNERAL 


The Times in a leading article to-day 
observes:—The last valediction is over, 
and the mortal remains of King George ,V. 
have been laid to rest in his Castle of 
Windsor. Yesterday saw the climax ot 


man. First the husband and father, then 
the lord of an estate, then the King of 
England, and last, the mighty Monarch of 
a vast world Power, has been mourned by 
his family, by his tenants and servants, 
his Kingdom, his Empire, and the world. 
The simplest of men has been buried with 
the utmost pomp and splendour in the 
Chapel of the Ancient and Most Noble 
Order of Chivalry, of which he was the 
hereditary Sovereign. The most modest of 
men—in his own opinion a very ordinary 
sort of fellow—has been followed to the 
grave by Kings and Princes and rulers of 
the earth, marching afoot through the rain 
and the sunshine. In this there was 
nothing .incongruous, nothing . wasted, 
nothing merely formal. For one thing, 
both in the procession and in the Funeral 
Service, the substance of the pomp and 
splendour was nothing, but the ancient 
simplicity of the last mites for men of all 
degrees—for the private soldier, the arms 
reversed and the slow march ; for the farm 
labourer or the artisan, the very same 
words in the church and at the graveside. 

Further, only a creeping materialism or 
a grinding parsimony can blind itself to 
the uses of that useless custom of cere- 
monial splendour in joy and in sorrow, 
Twenty-five years ago in St. George's 
Chapel King George heard what living 
ears all the world over might have heard 
yesterday, the recital by Garter King of 
Arms of the roll of the King’s styles and 
titles, and he must have felt then about 
his father, as others felt yesterday about 
him, that: to the passing of a Monarch of 
so long and illustrious a line, King of such 
a Kingdom, ruler over such an Empire, 
there was due all that ceremony could 
devise, to express in symbol the antiquity 
and the height of his earthly grandeur. 

The last valediction is over, adds The 
Times, but of this interred friend his 
faithful people will consent to take no 
lasting adieu. King George rests from 
his labours, but his works do follow him. 
For how long and with how much power 
jthey will continue to follow him in the 
lives of his former subjects and in the 
history of the great Commonwealth of 
Nations over which he ruled depends 
chiefly upon our living selves. The time 
of reflection is over. To-day the life of 
plain duties and ordinary cares starts 
anew. The least among us will do his 
work the better for cherishing the memory 
and the example of the late King, but the 
least of us can do more than that, Above 
the level of our common grief and effort 
stand two lonely figures, distinguished by 
the greatness of their loss no less than by 
their eminence in earthly dignity. The 
time will come, as none who knows her 
may doubt, when Queen Mary will take 
up again her burden of activity in the 
service of her people; but she must take 
it up again without the chief support of 
her labours and the chief reward of her 
success. And King Edward VIIL, face 
to face at last with the drudgery and the 
responsibility which years of anticipation 
and preparation can have robbed of little 
of their threatening aspect—and feeling, 
perhaps, almost as diffident about match- 
ing his father’s achievement as fortified 
and inspired by his example—he, too, 
must take up his burden and stand alone 
in the loneliness of kingship.

Indeed, I have often heard it said that 
the unity of Ireland was his wish to the 
end. Certainly, chatting over the matte* 
with the late Lord Carson, he often ex- 
pressed the opinion that but for Re- 
publicanism Ireland, with a little patience 
and forbearance, might have attained that 
ideal, as they never asked for nor wanted 
that. partition which to-day seems mora 
permanent than ever.

In the course of an address Bishop Day 
said that it was with mingled feelings of 
thankfulness and sorrow that. they had come 
together in their ancient Cathedral to pay a 
last tribute of respect and affection to their 
late beloved Kingthankfulness as they 
thought of his noble simple character, his 
strong, strenuous devoted life of duty and 
hard work, lived out to the very end in the 
service of his people; and yet sorrow, a. heart- 
felt grief and sorrow, which had spread from 
land to land to the farthest corners’ of his 
far-flung Dominions. As his people they 
realised ‘that their head had been taken from 
them just when it seemed they needed him 
most, and that they would hear his voice no 
more—that familiar husky voice in which he 
spoke his wonderful broadcast messages, 
which bound him to people all over the world. 
Assuredly there. had never been a king in 
the history of the world who had won the 
admiration and affection of- his people to a 
greater degree than King George V. 

“It has been said,” continued his lord- 
ship, “that there were only two Monarchs 
who can be said to have come out of the 
trials and sufferings of the Great War, having 
increased the respect and affection of their 
own people, and the admiration and even the 
envy of other nations.

GOVERNMENT POLICY 
INDICTED 


———— 


PEAKING at Clontarf road, Dublin, last 
night, to the local branch of Fine 
Gael, Mr Richard Mulcahy thanked the 

members of the branch for the assistance 
given by them in exposing the scandal of 
coal prices. He recalled Daniel O'Connell's 
d ion: “That there is a moral elec- 
tricity in the continuous expression of public 
opinion concentrated upon a single point, 
perfectly irresistible in its efficacy.” The 
present coal scandal demanded such a con- 
tinuous Las aera of public opinion. It was 
tvpical symptomatic. The general public 
required the assistance of organised workers 
like the members of that branch to be the 
ennai of ‘public opinion, and to help 
them over their difficulties. The bell-men, 
who retailed coal to the poorer classes in the 
city, were still paying 12s. a ton more than 
they paid twelve months ago, and _ house- 
holders, poor and otherwise, were paying 
more. They could not consider that they 
had been successful in their efforts until the 
price of coal was further substantially re- 
duced, 

Immediately that. the Government removed 
the 5s. tax they attempted to claim that the 
were no longer responsible for the high 
prices. They had since, however, realised 
that they wil! not be able to impress public 
ee with that claim, and on Monday last 
they adopted a new line. They said that the 
demand for cheaper coal is an attack on the 
farmer; that the British coal monopoly, the 
quotas, the licences. must all remain, or 
farmers will not be able to dispose of the 
extra 150,000 head of cattle which the coal- 
cattle pact provided for; and that the farmers’ 
position would thereby be made very serious. 


MEANING OF THE PACT 


With coal standing at its present exorbitant 
price, it becomes necessary to ask what the 
coal-cattle pact does 71) for the farmers; 
(2) for the coal consumers; /and (3) for the 
nation generally. 

The Quota Order made by the Government 
on the 30th December, 1935, provided’ ior 
the importation from Great Britain «4 
tons of coal during the current 
twelve months. Now, non-British coal can 
be .obtained at a price not less than 10s 
a ton cheaper than British coal. In the 
first place, therefore, coal importers will have 
to pav £1,556,500 more during the year 
for British coal at the quayside than they 
would have to pay if there were no coal 
monopoly, no quota orders, no licences. In 
the second place, cattle exporters will have 
to pay to Britain £7£0,000 in tariffs en the 
import of 150,000 head of cattle. The debit 
side of the quayside transaction was, there- 
fore, £2,506, The credit side of the quay- 
received 
000 head of cattle. The 
, on the transactions 
taking place at ouy quaysides is £1,106,£ 
But that was not all. There were additional 
internal effects, Thé taxpayers had to provide 
£150,000 to give a bounty of £1 a head to 
the exporters of cattle towards helping the 
farmers, in recognition of the fact that the 
transaction was not a profitable one for the 
farmers, and the coal cousumers have to pay 
to the coal importers normal business profits 
on the expenditure of £1,556,5C0 additional 
on coal, which would certainly not be less 
than £250,000. There were ramifications in 
other directions; for instance, in the middle 
of the month the price of sawdust in Dublin 
was increased bv ts. a cwt. because of the 
high price of coal. 


LIVE STOCK EXPORTS 


There was another major side question. 
The result of the Government policy since the 
time they took over office in 19352 has been 
to reduce the value of exports of live- 
stock and livestock products in the year 
1932 by £9.020000, for the year 1933 by 
£14,864,000, for the vear 1924 by £15.882.000, 
and for the year 1935 by £14 032.000 below 
the export figures for the year before they 
came into office. If the Government are now 
so concerned that the farmers may not be 
able to dispose of 1£0,000 head of cattle for 
the sum of £1,260,000, what were the people 
to think of the policies that had brought such 
losses to the farmers already? 

The people of Dublin and in towns -were 
very seriously interested in the well-being of 
agriculture. Not only eo the future of our 
towns and the future development of Irish 
industry depend upon the prosperity of agri- 
culture, hut the very existence of our present 
town and industries, The Goverrment’s pre- 
tence that the farming community supnorts 
their policy was a lying pretence. There 
might be ‘some peonle in the country more 
concerned with saving their political faces or 
white-washing the records of their political 
leaders than. they were with the well-being 
of aericulture, but these were now few. 
Nothing must he left undone to pvt before 
them svstematically and insistently the facts 
of the situation, and to oppose them 
effectively.

CHANGES DUE TO RECENT 


LEGISLATION

O-DAY there will be published the 
+ electors’ lists, which will, after revision, 
become the register of electors which 

will come into force on Ist June, 1936. 

The lists are open to inspection at the 
offices of the County Registrar, and at Garda 
Siochana barracks, post offices, town halls. 
etc. i 

Any person whose name is not included in 
the lists and who is entitled to be registered 
should make a claim without delay. Claim 
forms for the purpose can be obtained from 
the County Registrar and at post offices. 

The electors’ lists are in the form pre 
scribed by the Electoral Order, 1936. which 
was signed by the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health on the 28th instant. 
There will in future be no lists of persons 
newly and no longer qualified to be inspected, 
and the electors’ lists now published contain 
in one list the names of alt those, and only 
those, persons who appear to be entitled to 
be registered. | 


THE DIVISIONS 


The lists are arranged in three divisions > 

Division {. contains the names of persons 
entitled to be registered both as Dail and 
Local Government electors. 

Division IT. contains the names of persons 
entitled to be registered as Dail electors, but 
not as Local Government electors. 
~ Division III. contains the names of persons 
entitled to be registered as Local Government 
electors, but not as Dail electors. 

The Local Government (Extension of Fran- 
chise) Act, 1935, extended the Local Govern- 
ment franchise to persons ordinarily resident. 
and the electors’ lists contain the names of 
persons qualified in accordance with this ex- 
tended franchise. There will be few, if anv. 
names in Division II., and Division III. will 
contain the names of persons registered else- 
where as Dail electors—e.g., university 
electors and non-resident occupiers 

The qualifying date is the 15th November. 
1935, and persons are registered in respect of 
their residence on that date.

Some strange facts concerning the life of 
Emil Allard, the French-Canadian jewellery 
dealer, whose bullet-riddled body was found 
in a country lane near St. Albans on Friday, 
may be revealed at the inquest which opens 
to-day. i 

It is unlikely that evidence other than that 
relating to Allard's identity will be taken. 
Allard had a number of aliases, and the 
assistance of the French police is being 
sought to throw further light on his activi- 
ties. Scotland Yard have not ruled out the 
possibility that Allard had dealings in things 
other than jewellery and antiques. 

The police yesterday continued inquiries in 
Scho, London, chiefly among members of the 
French colony. 

The detectives are now inclining more 
strongly to the belief that Allard did not 
visit the Spot Cafe. Sutton Colney, on the 
eve of his death. Footprints in the yard at 
the back of the cafe, of which plaster casts 
were taken, have been found not to be those 
of Allard. The police, however, are still 
anxious to get into touch with a man and 
woman who visited the cafe on Thursday 
night, as they wish to determine whether 
Allard was ever alive in the Hatfield area. 

The police are alsc endeavouring to dis- 
cover whether a soft felt hat found near the 
spot where Allard’s body lay, belonged to 
anyone concerned in the mystery. 

Inquiries have been made at gunsmiths’ 
about a Colt revolver, firing .25 calibre am- 
munition, with which Allard was shot. 

The possibility that Allard’s death was part 
of a vendetta which began many years ago 
in France is being considered. 

Scotland Yard have decided to examine the 
case for any possible connection with those 
of “French Fifi’’—Mrs. Josephine Martin— 
who was found murdered in her flat in 
Archer street, London, last vear, and the 
murder of Martial Le Chevalier, a young 
French acrobat, in Piccadilly in 1924. Le 
Chevalier had come to England only a few 
months before his death. 

Allard was riot shot at very close range. 
There were five wounds in his body, but 
neither flesh nor clothing bore traces of gun- 
powder. It would appear from this that he 
was not shot while in a motor car, though 
the theory that he was murdered in or near 
London, and the body removedyin a motor 
car, is still entertained.

““ Payment Deferred.”’ 

1 was desirous of hearing his hopes and 
theories of the future of the Dublin stage. 
His abiding ambition is the advancement of 
the theatre in this capital city. . Too full of 
his purpose ever to be silent, there is at first 
a certain reluctance to enter upon the subject. 

“- 1 am essentially a practical man of the 
theatre. All I have to say about the theatre 
I say fortnightly in er I produce. My 
personality 1s submerged in the activities of 
the Gate. Anything I do say is said with 
great trepidation, ause | have brought 
down thunder clouds upon myself before now. 
My object has always been to create a theatre 
without any heed to where it might be. It 
was Macliammoir’s idea to create a theatre in 
Dublin. I believed that theatre work was 
purely international, but I have learned that it 
must have its origins in nationality, although 
its appeal must be international. The roots 
must be in nationality, not necessarily 
conscious, but with some character which is 
unique because it is national. That is a change 
of mind | have come to since | have been here. 
Whether we are to be of any value unless we 
can create a definite school is a moot point.”

UNUSUAL PLAYS 


“MacLiammoir and [ desired to bring in 
plays of unusual type and interest, and also to 
have something of value to take out of Dublin. 
We had no desire that this theatre should 
become merely a small branch of the English 
theatrical world. That would be treating 
Dublin as a provincial entity, and not as a 
world capital. When I came to Dublin it was 
in a state of transition, and I realised there 
was a tremendous artistic force here that was 
making itself felt through all branches of art. 
At the request of Senator Ernest Blythe and 
Professor O Brien, of Galway, | assisted Mr. 
Mac Liammóir in the inauguration of the 
Galway Theatre, which is the first Gaelic 
theatre in the world. The small number of 
Irish works that we have successfully pro- 
duced—‘Old Lady Says “ No” and “Bride for 
the Unicorn,’ by Denis Johnston, Lord Long- 
ford's ‘Yahoo,’ Lady Longford’s ‘Mr. 
Jiggins,’ and certain shee by David Seawe— 
had all some quality, either in their writing 
or presentation, which was more or less 
peculiar to our theatre.” : 

“Is not Abbey ground near to this?” 

“Theatres are the commercial travellers of 
the world. Our various excursions as ambas- 
sadors of Dublin into other countrits will 
demand that we take out from Dublin plays 
having in them at least some national char- 
acteristics. There is, therefore, a certain clash 
with the National Theatre. The very fact 
that they have found that a whole-hearted 
policy of Irish plays does not pay them has 
made the Abbey enter into the classic field, 
on which we have laid particular stress.” 


PERSONAL EXPERIENCES 


“Would you now tell me something of 
yourself and your personal experiences?” 

“ I began studying music, intending to be- 
come a singer. I studied singing in London, 
but I was so encouraged by Mr. Robert 
Atkins, the producer at the “Oid Vic,’ that 1 
joined Charles Doran’s company, and came 
with him to Ireland in 1921, playing in Bel- 
fast, Dublin and Cork. I toured England 
with him, and later played Shakespeare in the 

Old Vic’ for four years. I had another 
enjoyable and most successful: tour 
with Mr. Reginald Jarman, who played 
Coriolanus here. It began badly. and 
I played one night to an audience of rats. - 
It was on that tour I distinguished myself 
by falling through a big drum. On the 
night of the rats there was no other audience. 
We acted, and they seemed to enjoy the 
performance. After being in South Africa 
for six months I was in the first performance 
of D. H. Lawrence’s ‘ David.’ I came over 
to Ireland between jobs for a five weeks’ 
tour with Anew MacMaster during the 
summer of 1927, got pneumonia and lost my 
next job. I joined my present partner, Mr. 
MacLiammoir, who broached the idea of 
starting the Gate Theatre.” 

“You began, I think, at the Peacock 
Theatre ?’’ ! 

“Yes. In those days it was a common 
thing for Miss Carmichael and I to stand, 
paint brush in hand, working under the 
expert direction of Michael, painting sets 
before the curtain rose. At the first. per- 
formance of R.U.R.. one of the actors, who 
was wearing white ducks, bore on to the 
stage evidence of having sat on a chair 
decorated by us.” 

Mr. Hilton Edwards mentioned many 
vicissitudes of the company, the advent of 
Lord Longford to the board, and how he 
had been the mainstay of! the theatre ever 
since. - 

‘If’ he said, “- the theatre is worth any- 
thing at all, it should: be a matter of civic, 
if not natienal, concern. It is unfair of 
any community that values the theatre to 
allow :t to depend upon one person, however 
rich or wiiling he may be. Lady Harty 
mentioned the other day that in other 
countries actors are supported during their 
period of training.” 

“Aad you are going abroad?” 

“We are in a transition stage at the present 
moment.”’ 

“Does that mean Egypt?” 

“No. In this Egyptian four our pro- 
gramme has been controlled by local 
exigencies, and we are not taking as many 
plays by Irish authors as we would like

History will record this as a 
remarkable achievement. Another charac- 
teristic of King George was his utter de- 
votion to duty. It was always conspicuous 
and sometimes heroic. Other characteristics 
were the King’s self-imposed leadership and 
self-denial and his noble simplicity of life. 
“His interest in the Church,” the 
Moderator proceeded, “was warm and con- 
stant. It was both deep and catholic. But 
six months ago King George said to his 
people: ‘I dedicate myself anew to your ser- 
vice for the years that may still be given me.’ 
Such years were not to be. A year of 
jubilee has given place to a year of mourning. 
This day his mortal part has been laid beside 
the dust of his fathers. But his example 
remaius as a challenge and an inspiration.

SUPPHESSING THE

The desirability of impressing favour- 
ably the large number Of f6reigners who 
will visit Bavaria for the Olympic Games 
has resulted in a decision to suppress the 
more blatant. form of Nazi anti-Jewish 
propaganda until the contests have ended. 
In Garmisch-Partenkirchen, and along the 
high road connecting it with Munich, all 
visible signs of anti-Semitism disappeared 
several weeks ago, and now the printed 
notices: ‘‘ Jews are not wanted here,” 
which were until recently displayed in al- 
most every Upper Bavarian village, have 
been removed, or are about to be removed. 
Similar notices, shown in a few restau- 
rants in Munich, have now been with- 
drawn, as well as the offensive anti- 
Jewish caricatures from Herr Julius 
Streicher’s newspaper, Das Stiirmer, which 
until recently were posted immediately op- 
posite a Jewish synagogue.

ACTION BY VIENNA POLICE

Professor Leopold Reichwein, a well-known 
conductor, of Austrian birth, has been for- 
bidden by the police to conduct a concert of 
the Vienna Konzertverein to-morrow. 

Professor Reichwein, who is Director of 
the Municipal Orchestra at Bochum, in Ger- 
many, was recently reported to have 
described himself in Munich as ‘‘a National 
Socialist artiste.’’ He has now come to Vienna 
to fulfil an engagement to conduct five con- 
certs, and his arrival caused much comment. 

In a statement to a Vienna newspaper he 
agreed| that it was his practice to give the 
Hitler salute to his audiences in Germany, 
adding that, as the occupant of an official 
post, he was bound to give this official greet- 
ing. Anything he had said about Germany 
concerned nobody but himself, and be con- 
sidered himself in Vienna ‘‘merely as a 
guest.”’ 

Asked if he had become a naturalised 
German. citizen, he veplied in the negative. 
He will not be allowed to conduct in Austria 
again,

‘Ras Kassa’s and Ras Sevoum’s dream 
of interposing themselves between our 
two main bodies massed between Makale 
and Adowa, and cutting our lines of com- 
munication to the rear has failed in 
bloody fashion,” declared Marshal 
Badoglio to-day, summing-up last week’s 
engagement in the Tembien Heights. 

Explaining the development of the 
action in the Tembien, Marshal Badoglio 
said: ‘‘When I learned of the penetra- 
tion of the Tembien by Ras Kassa and 
Ras Seyoum, and of their intention to 
march on Hausien with the idea of 
cutting our line, I was faced with two 
alternatives — firstly, to await the 
Abyssinian attack; secondly, to forestall 
it by attacking ourselves. .I chose the 
second, and gave orders to attack. 

‘After a day-long battle with Askaris 
and Black Shirts, the Abyssinians were 
forced to abandon the Heights of Zeban 
Kerkata, leaving a thousand dead on the 
field. On January 21 a mixed column, 
in co-operation with another advancing 
from the North, captured Mount Lata 
‘and Mount Quit, while the Abyssinians, 
showing what one can only acknowledge 
as an exceptional turn of speed, reached a 
position in front of Abbi Addi, the capita] 
vf the Tembien. 


LOSSES 


“ On January 22nd the enemy attacked 
our position at the Wapieu Pass in an 
attempt to dislodge the Black Shirts and 
fall upon our main line of communication. 
The Black Shirts, with heavy loss of blood, 
held the position for two days unaided 
until a native column came up.. Together 
they forced the enemy back to Abbi Addi. 
Our losses were over 700 killed and 
wounded, 

“Our reckoning of 5,000 Abyssinians 
killed and wounded was based on reports 
from informers and prisoners and .some 
of our Askaris who were taken prisoner, 
but escaped.”’ 

Marshal Badoglio went on to illustrate 
the immense amount of work done on the 
lines of communication. 

“ Actually there are 107 miles of road 
from the frontier to Makale,’’ he said. 
‘* Tt used to be called the Imperial road, 
but it was nothing more than a mule 
track, which even the mules found diffi- 
cult. Twenty thousand 
soldiers are engaged on that road.” «4

This statement was made by Mr. William 
Norton, T.D., when he addressed, in the Man- 
sion House, Dublin, last night, a meeting held 
as part of the organising campaign under- 
taken by the Labour Party to improve its 
position in Dublin. 


CONNOLLY’S MESSAGE 


The Labour Party, said Mr. Norton, re 
jected that conception of freedom which saw 
this country with a place in the British Com- 
monwealth of Nations. Those other coun- 
tries in that Commonwealth, he said, wer? 
in the main peopled by colonists from Great 
Britain. This country was not a British 
colony. This was a mother country, entitled in 
the comity of nations to that place a 
sovereign nation. Nationalist Ireland, he 
said, would never accept as the ultimate 
destiny of this nation a forced membership 
with a group of other self-contained com- 
munities. They believed that the ultimate 
destiny cf this country was towards that 
sovereign and indefeasible nationhood of 
which they had been despoiled, and of which 
no other nation had a moral mght to de- 
prive them.. 

To-day it must be the task of the Labour 
Party, in accordance with the high heritage 
Connolly laid down for them, to carry with 
steady footsteps and unflinching hand that 
standard which was shot from his grasp 
twenty years ago. It must be their tas 
to a his message industrially and _politi- 
cally through the land, and, in the lon 
run, it might well be that the only rea 
guardians of the welfare of the people and 
the national -honour of this country would 
reside in the powers of the working-class 
people. 


FANCIFUL PICTURES 


Referring to the present position of the 
country, Mr. Norton said that some of the 
after-dinner speeches about prosperity round 
the corner were inclined to lead workers to 
believe that some political Moses would lead 
the working-class people into the promised 
land. Fanciful pictures of prosperity were 
drawn for the Preis and the impoverished 
workers, but, he said deliberately and 
definitely that so far as he could see the signs 
there was no evidence of the prosperity that 
was so glibly spoken of at functions of the 
kind, ee the 142,000 people clamouring at the 
employment exchanges could bear him out 
in that. i 

Let them not be afraid or ashamed to say 
that the present, Government, in the saine 
way as the last Government, had impleménted 
in a very efficient and zealous manner the 
hin gen system. So far as the day-to-day 
policy of the Government was concerned, not 
one single action or piece of: legislation 
gave any indication that it proposed to 
break with the capitalistic tradition and 
system of society they had inherited and were 
now implementing. 


“INDUSTRIES AT ANY 
PRICE ” 


Referring to the industrial revival, he said 
that the appeal had been to dividend hunters 
to invest money. in schemes of industrial 
activity which: afforded profits by the ex- 
ploitation of the workers. There was an 
absolute reluctance on the part of the 
Minister and the Government to provide ade- 
quate guarantees for the community - against 
price exploitation and for the workers against 
exploitation. The whole outlook, if one was 
to judge by actions, was to establish indus- 
tries at any price and to let the workers and 
consumers protect their own interests by any 
weapons that were close to their hands. There 
had been no co-ordinated plan for the de- 
velopment of industry here. If tariffs alone, 
or the imposition of quotas alone, could make 
a country prosperous, then every country in 
the world could make prosperity that night. 

The more and more their industrial policy 
on capitalistic lines the greater would be 
the disillusionment of the masses of the 
people, and the quicker they would realise 
that a highly industrialised State could have 
just as much poverty and destitution as an 
undeveloped State. , The Labour Party 
believed that this country could produce a 
sufficiency of all the commodities required for 
a civilised life, and distribute them in a 
manner so as to secure that none would have 
too much until the needs of each was satisfied. 

The Labour Party must take a new road, 
and in many respects it would be a hard 
one, but, even though it meant sacrifices, 
they would not shrink from the task, realising 
that once their objective was achieved they 
would have rescued the people from the 
poverty and destitution so many of them 
knew to-day. 


THE NEXT ELECTION 

Mr, William O’Brien, who presided, said 
they were all painfully aware that the 
Labour Party had been extremely weak in 
the capital city, notwithstanding -the big 
number of organised trade unionists in the 
city. For nearly nine “years they had had 
no representative for Dublin City in the 
Dail, but they hoped to have that con- 
dition ended at the next election.

DEATH OF WAITER WHO 
SPENT A FORTUNE

The Russian circus performer, waiter and 
luggage porter, Alexander Zoubkoff, husband 
of the ex-Kaiser’s sister, Princess Viktoria 
of Prussia, died here to-day. He was thirty- 
five years of age. | | 

Zoubkoff was twenty-six when he startled 
Germany by his marriage to the sixty-one- 
year-old Princess Viktoria’ in 1927. A 
Russian refugee, Zoubkoff had worked in 
Germany at a variety of menial jobs before 
he became the husband of the grand-daughter 
of Queen Victoria. Only two years after 
their marriage he left her penniless, and she 
died shortly afterwards. In March last year 
he was discovered in a Luxembourg café— 
employed as a luggage porter. Recognised 
despite his two days’ growth of beard and 
shabby clothes, he admitted that he was 
Alexander Zoubkoff. 

“I spent over £15,000 here in a year,” 
he told his interviewer bitterly. ‘‘I used to 
give £5 tips... now I can Riedie wait for 
Fridays to come round.”’ 

“Why Fridays?’’ ‘‘ Because Friday is the 
day the theatrical companies move out, and 
I help them with their trunks. I get alon 
as best I can. I take on any odd jobs. i 
eat only one meal a day—now.”’

“ THRILL MURDERER ”

Ricard Loeb, fellow of Nathan Leopold in 
the ‘‘ Thrill Murder,’’ which shocked America 
in 1924 and provided a sensational trial, died 
in the prison hospital here to-day. He was 
serving a life sentence with Leopold for the 
murder of little Bobby Franks in Chicago 
twelve years ago. 

To-day. he was engaged with another con- 
vict, named Day, in arranging a room at the 
headquarters of the prison correspondence 
shan which was conducted by Loeb and 
Leopold, A quarrel arose and a fight. fol- 
lowed. | Loeb was slashed deeply on the 
shoulder and abdomen with a razor. He was 
taken to hospital at once, and Day, who re- 
fused to reveal the cause of the fight, has 
been placed in solitary confinement, 

ph oe condition was recognised as serious, 
and three doctors were called to him, but he 
died an hour or two later. 

Loeb and Leopold, sons of rich men, were 
both 19 years of age in May, 1924, when they 
kidnapped and killed 13-year-old Bobby 
Franks. They were at college at the time, 
and had tasted many thrills, but were anxious 
for another. They picked Bobby Franks up 
in their car when he was ou his way home 
from school and slowly strangled him. 

Later they tried to obtain “ ransom ” from 
the relatives. When brought to trial sag 
were provided with expert defence counsel, 
and the case became a cause celebre. Alienists 
were called to give evidence that, they were 
not responsible. Prosecuting counsel de. 
manded the death penalty, but after the ver- 
dict of guilty they were sentenced to life 
imprisonment,

FRENCH GOVEBNMENT'S

“ BUSIEST IN THE 
EVENING ” 


—-— 


N unusually interesting and informative 
A article entitled “The Foreign Office 
from Within,” by Sir Arthur Willert, 
is published in the February Strand Maga- 
zine. 
he author, who was until recently Press 
Officer and Head of the News Department et 
the Foreign Office, contrasts the leisurely 
days enjoyed by that department in years 
gone by with the high pressure at which its 
work is done to-day. From the old days 
comes the story of the three Queens Mes- 
sengers always kept on urgent duty, ‘ bound 
by the regulations to be within reach in case 
‘an important despatch had to be rushed off 
abroad.” The necessity arose. None of the 
messengers could be found. One was hunt- 
ing in the Chilterns; another was at the 
Hawthorn Hill Races; the third was lost in 
the purlieus of Mayfair. 


“THINGS ARE DIFFERENT” 


“Now things are very different. Go to 
the Horse Guards Parade any winter’s even- 
ing, and you will see the nearest corner of 
the massive building which shuts the Parad 
off from Westminster aglow with lights until 
seven and later. That is the Foreign Office 
busy at its main duty first of \advising His 
Majesty Principal Secretary or State for 
Foreign Affiairs how to carry out the dip- 
lomacy of the Government, and then of put- 
ting his decisions into effect. Never at any 
moment does the building sleep. Several 
Junior members of the staff live in it. They 
are called resident clerks, and they have to 
be continually on tap. Their evening’s plea 
sure is arranged so that one of them is al- 
ways in his room. He must be ready to 
pass on a telephone message from an agitated 
Ambassador to the Foreign Minister or one 
of the senior officials, however inconvenient 
the hour. He may have to decipher a tele- 
gram which brooks no delay and, if neces. 
sary, rouse somebody to deal with it. Mr. 
Asauith used to say that one of his most 
vivid recollections of the War Office was being 
awakened in his bed at 10 Downing street 
to find bending over him a suit of brilliantly 
striped pyjamas imperfectly covered by an 
equally gaudy dressing-gown and crowned by 
the anxious face of one of the resident clerks 
with an unpleasant telegram about which the 
Prime Minister could do nothing. 


‘ 
BUSY EVENINGS 


“The Foreign Office is busiest in the 
evening because, like a newspaper office, it 
deals largely with ‘live’ news; and ‘ve’ 
news, especially from Europe, is apt to reach 
Juondon late in the day. An international 
crisis arises. The Cabinet takes a decision 
in the morning. The Foreign Minister 
hurries across Downing street to his office. 
He summons the chief assistants. They 
concoct a plan of action. Telephone messages 
go out to Rome and Paris. The Ambassador 
in Rome is instructed to see Signor Mussolini 
or one of his subordinates. The Ambassador 
in Paris is told ta hurry to the French 
Foreign Office. Instructions go to the British 
representative in Geneva to take counsel with 
his colleagues. During the afternoon the 
Foreign Minister may see the French and 
Italian Ambassadors in London, possibly in 
his room at the House of Commons, if Parlia- 
ment is sitting. Then, perhaps between five 
and six. cipher telegrams may come in from 
Rome, Paris and Geneva reporting the results 
of the afternoon’s work. They are deciphered 
and covies are sent to the Foreign Minister 
and the appropriate officials, who meet 
and discuss things with the Foreign 
Minister after his return from the 
House. Decisions are again taken and more 
telegrams go off before anybody can think of 
dinner; for, if loose ends are left until the 
next morning, the people abroad will lose 
valuable time during the coming day.” 


ORGANISING THE WORK 


Sir Arthur Willert gives a very lucid and 
interesting account of the way the work of 
the Foreign Office is- organised and of the 
various grades of officials who carry it out, 
from the Foreign Secretary downwards. The 
work of the department has grown immensely 
since the start of the century. At that date 
the Foreign Secretary “had just over a 
hundred officials and clerks, including eight 
women typists, to assist him and his Parlia- 
mentary Under-Secretary. . Now he and his 
Parliamentary subordinates have behind them 
a staff of more than four hundred, of whom 
the majority are, of course, clerks, with over 
a hundred women among them.” | 

The article includes some good anecdotes 
illuminating the characters of various persons, 
past and present, who have occupied the 
highly important post of Foreign Secretary.
